CERBERE, France-Spanish 
Frontier. (JP >—One of four Spanish 
in.surgent planes machine-gunned 
the streets of thi.s French village 
today during a raid on Spanish 
Portbou, just across the border, 
scattering panicky townsfolk and 
injuring a small boy. 

Spanish border officials said the 
planes were ‘‘German.’’ 

The French government began 
ar investigation immediately upon 
receipt of protests from the en¬ 
raged people of Cerbere, who 
gathered at the mayor’s home to 
demand better protection from the 
frontier warfare between the 
Spanish government and the in¬ 
surgent.s. 

The mayor appealed at once to 
higher authorities, who ordered 
the inquiry. 

Witne.sses to the attack said the 
insurgent plane, which with others 
of an escadrille participating in 
the latest of a series of insurgent 
attacks on Portbou, turned its 
machine guns on Cerbere from a 
height of l.'iOO feet. 

The slugs barely missed a pa¬ 
trol of French customs guards, 
standing on the border which 
separates Cerbere from Portbou. 
The two towns are adjacent on 
the Mediterranean coastal end of 
the Franco-Spanish border. 

A French boy in the street at 
Cerbere was hurt by a roclpthrown 
up by one of the slugs. In all, 
more than 40 bullets fell.

MOSCOW. f/Pt P21even Soviet 
pioneers of the Arctic air routes 
worked in bitter polar cold in 
silence today to set up the first 
permanent Russia-to-American air 
base at the North Pole. 

Silence closed around them after 
the first radio reports that the 
expedition. accomplishin^c the 
goal of two years of secre prep- 
partion, had landed by aripiane 
on an ice floe 13 miles from the 
pole as a preliminary to the pro- 
po.sed Moscow-San Francisco air 
line over the roof of the world. 

No (’oneern Felt 
It was not known whether the 
absence of further word indicated 
atmospheric disturbances which 
preventcfl communication or 
whether the explorers were mov¬ 
ing their camp up to the pole il- 
.self. No concern wa.s felt, however, 
for the carefully prepared party, 
of experienced Arctic explorers, j 
Hours of anxiety passed before , 
Soviet officials, huddled by a radio ' 
here, received the flash that the 
expedition had arrived safely. 

The plane wa.s completely lo.st 
from contact with the world for | 


much of the flight. Clouds ob¬ 
scured the fliers’ vision over most 
ol the distance. The plane lost 
contact with il.s base when the 
Rudolf Island wireless station 
failed for several hours. Not 
once did the fliers report sighting 
land. 

Find IMiU’C to Land 

Battling heavy headwinds all 
the way until almo.st at the pole, 
the plane emerged from foggy 
mists into better visibility at 8*8 
degrees south and the fliers found 
theni.selves over vast ice fields cut 
through by mile-wide fissures as 
far as the horizon. 

Reaching 89 degrf'es south, one 
degree from the pole itself, short¬ 
ly before noon yesterday, the 
plane’s thermometer recorded 23 
flegrees bF^low zero centigrade 
mine below Fahrenheit) at an al¬ 
titude of 1000 feet. 

The explorers were prejEar’ed to 
drop a landing party and supplies 
by parachute if they could not 
find a safe landing place for their 
hea^’y ship. A few minutes of 
search, however, disclosed a level 
ai'ca a few miles away from the 
pole and the i>lane landed.

Employers do it. labor 
does it in justification of the sit- 
down, and the treasury discovers 
no rea.son to start a scuff 13 and get 
all bruised up for the sake of a 
law whose creators are convenient¬ 
ly assumed to have meant .some¬ 
thing el.se. 

The laws say that the income 
tax shall not apply to "corpora- 
fons and any Community Chest, 
fund or foundation, organized and 
operated exclusively for religious, 
charitable, scientific, literary or 
educational purpo.ses, or for the 
prevention of cruelty to children 
or animals, no part of the net 
earnings of which inures to the 
benefit of any private shareholder 
or individual, and no substantial 
part of the activities of which is 
carrying on propaganda, or other¬ 
wise attempting to influence legis¬ 
lation. 

Tax-Exempt Bodies 

The specific provisions against 
attempts to influence legislation 
has been plainly violated during 
recent legislative .sessions by tax- 
exempt religious bodies, not al¬ 
ways with full public approval, 
and in certain cases to the in¬ 
dignation of citizens who believe 
themselves to be liberal and pro¬ 
gressive. 

The public generally may not 
know that organizations of the 
kind mentioned here are exempt 
from the income tax, even when 
they compete with private busi¬ 
ness firms that have to pay tax. 
But the supreme court has de¬ 
cided that the source of income is 
immaterial if it is used for the 
permissable purpose and, in a 
specific case, exempted income de¬ 
rived from the sale of wine, choco¬ 
late and other articles. 

In such cases, and they are of 
infinite variety, the private com¬ 
petitor sometimes has difficulty in 
catching spirit of the law and the 
Constitution, for he must pay 
taxes to make up for the lack of 
taxes on his competitor’s place, 
and may be faced with a problem 
of labor costs ruinously greater 
than those of his neighbor. 

No BeturiiH Filed 

And inasmuch as such institu¬ 
tions are not even requested to file 
a return, explaining their disburse¬ 
ments, no proof is required that 
they are operated exclusively for 
religious, charitable, scientific, 
literary or educational purposes. 
It would be indelicate to inquire, 
although such delicacy is by no 
means characteristic of the in¬ 
quiry into the intimate affairs of 
those whose tax takes up the bur- 
len of the exempted enterpri.ses. 

This recalls the complaint of a 
small hotel man in Chicago who 
said he was being ruined by the 
3ompetition of a tax-exempt hotel 
nearby, and wanted to know if 
there wasn’t any remedy for him. 
If he sees this, he may he advised 
that the answer of the supreme 
zourt is, “No.” 

It may be of interest, also, that 
railroads are allowed to offer free 
transportation or a half-fare to 
clergymen. As a mail-order 
bishop of the Union Church of 
Colorado, I am looking into this 
rather hopefully. Never having 
been one to do things by halves, I 
shall Ignore the half-fare and ask 
for free tickets.

LOS ANGELES. (iP)—California 
oranges were slightly lower and 
lemons weak during the past week 
in eastern and middle western 
auction centers. 

The average auction price per 
box on California valencias and 
navels dropped three cents to 
$4.32 while the volume dipped 14 
cars to a total of 330 cars. 

Lemons in the auctions were 
down 40 cents per box to an av¬ 
erage price of $5.43. Auction mar¬ 
ket volume during the week was- 
about unchanged, being one car 
more at 151 cars. 

W. C. Frackelton, general man¬ 
ager for the California-Arizona 
orange and grapefruit agency, an¬ 
nounced next week’s prorate as 900 
cars of valencias in interstate 
commerce and 125 cars of valen¬ 
cias in intrastate commerce, all 
from Southern California. 

After opening the week strong, 
partly from the influence of high 
priced navel oranges, tl»e auction 
market dipped through until Fri¬ 
day when it showed a firmer un¬ 
der tone. Lemons were weaker 
throughout the week. Due largely 
to cod weather. 

Pacific coast citrus markets 
were generally steady during the 
week, the federal-state market 
news service reported today. Re¬ 
ceipts in Seattle, Portland, San 
Franci.sco and Los Angeles during 
the week totaled 109 cars of or¬ 
anges and 42 cars of lemons. 

The California Fruit Growers 
Exchange reported on both pri¬ 
vate and auction sales markets as 
follows: 

The orange market has been im- ' 
proving on large sizes but has 1 
been lower on small sizes during 
the week with the weekly average 
lower than a week ago. .Volume of 
sales is .somewhat higher. 

"Citrus distribution has been at 
a stand.still in Philadelphia during 
the week due to a truckmen’s 
strike. 

"The Florida orange market has i 
continued to decline, causing ship¬ 
pers to declare a four day ship¬ 
ping holiday by which they e.x- 
pect to hold inter-state shipments 
down to 700 cars each this week 
and next. 

Florida estimates of fruit left 
to go, both oranges and grape- 
; fniit, have been increased 1100 
cars over the .May 1 estimated.

Walnut Men Advised To 
Spray and Dust For 
] Codling Moth 

May 24 is the date set for a war 
on codling moth larvae, it was an¬ 
nounced today by Deputy Agricul¬ 
tural Commissioner Roy E. Black. 

Spraying and dusting for con- 
! trol of the larvae should begin 
by that time throughout the coun¬ 
ty except in the San Juan Capis¬ 
trano district, Co.sta Mesa and the 
west portion of the Garden Grove 
area where the worm treatment 
■should be postponed for a week or 
10 days more because of less rap¬ 
id development of the moth, Black 
said. 

“Since April 23,” he said, "bait 
pans have been maintained by the 
agricultural commissioner’s office 
at two widely separated points in 
the county and the record of each 
station shows a partial but false 
peak of moth emergence during 
the hot weather of May 1. 2, and 
3, the maximum peak taking place 
around May 15th. 

"Since the peak of egg deposi¬ 
tion closely follows that of moth 
emergence it is evident that treat¬ 
ment for the control of young 
worms should be applied without 
delay with the exception of the 
three districts above mentioned. 
All work should be completed 
within two weeks following the 
opening spray date if possible. 
"Spray with five pounds basic ar¬ 
senate of lead, pint of 40 per 
rent nicotine sulphate for each 
300 gallon.s solution and using one- 
fourtii to one-third pound of 
spreader, according to the recom¬ 
mendation of the manufacturer. 

“Because of the severity of 
aphis infestation generally we be¬ 
lieve the nicotine sulphate should 
be included in the spray at the 
time of worm treatment. Some 
grove owners will use the dusting 
method for worm control, in which 
case we advise careful and timely 
application, using material of 100 
per cent strength,” Black said. 

Agricultural Commissioner D. W. 
Tubbs said today that the largest 
amount of walnut acreage treated 
for worm control in former years 
was slightly over 80 per cent, 
which work was done in 1936. 
This year it is hoped that treat¬ 
ment will be extended well over 
90 per cent of the walnut 
acreage. 

“During the past year 2000 acres 
of budded and 195 acres of seed¬ 
ling walnut groves have been re¬ 
moved to give way for citrus 
plantings. This leaves a total of 
6025 acres in the county at the 
present time.”

PARKER TRIAL 
NEARING END 


NEWARK. </P)- The government 
rested its case Friday against Ellis 
H. Parker, chief of Burlington 
county detectives, and his son, 
Ellis, jr., who are accu.sed of a con¬ 
spiracy to violate the federal Uind- 
bergh law in the kidnaping of Paul 
H. Wendel, former Trenton lawyer. 

Attorney General David T. 
Wilentz, chief prosecutor of Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann, whose death 
was delayed by Wendel’s "confes¬ 
sion” to the Lindbergh kidnaping, 
was the final witness called by U.

Between Priest, Prophet

prophets and priests, as they are 
treated in the Old Testament, the 
Rev. Harry Evan Owings of the 
First Baptist church will devote 
his morning lecture tomorrow to 
“Prophet and Priest,” bringing the 
topic down to date.

It contains no fake 
j coloring, exaggeration, nor apolo¬ 
gizing for man. His glory and 
di.sgrace; .success and failure; 
righteousness and sin; what man 
was, is, might have been and can 
be is told for our benefit to help 
us—if we will but “.stop, look and 
listen.” 

We’ve just .studied the Godly 
characters of Abraham and Isaac 
and now for two le.ssons we shall 
review the lives of E.sau and 
Jacob, the two .sons of Isaac and 
P-ebekah, It is hard to study the 
life of one without the other, yet 
for today we shall endeavor to 
center our attention on the famil¬ 
iar story of E.sau selling his birth¬ 
right. 

E.sau was a cunning hunter, a 
man of the field, a free and ea.sy 
going per.son, carrying little re- 
.sponsibility and living only for the 
present. Jacob was different. He 
was a plain man, dwelling in tents, 
a lover of home -which always 
implies looking ahead, Esau be- 
lame the favorite of his father, 
perhaps because he was the first 
bom. Rebekah took more to' 
Jacob, .Such favoriti.sm then, as ' 
now, disrupts a home, and we lose 
the beauty of the early days of 
I.=aac’s family life. We begin with 
the .strife anti trickery of Jacob. 

I used to like to sit around the 
kitchen while mother did the cook-1 
ing, anti “lick” out the dishes. Ja-1 
cob evidently did this, too, and I 
learned the cooking art himself—| 
anti cooking beans is an art, I i 
have a friend back East who can [ 
really cook beans.

I doubts that is a legitimate desire. 
But his hunger was satisfied at 
too costly a price. Sometimes it 
is better to go hungry than to low¬ 
er one’s ideals or sever connection 
with the,best things in life. Nor¬ 
mal appetites are all right as long 
as they are kept in control. But 
many a man and woman today 
will sell or give away their char¬ 
acter, their very soul for a mess of 
pottage. Satan appeals to present 
physical appetites as to Adam and 
Eve in the garden—even to 
Christ’s physical hunger. 

We should not overlook the fact 
that all the fault in this great 
wrong was not with E.sau. Jacob 
was a “.shining example” of a 
“brother,” wasn’t he? Took ad¬ 
vantage of nis own brother’s; 
weaknessi Lacked the nobility i 


heel, hence the name Jacob (heel- 
grasper). Here this grasping di.s- 
pcsition as.serts itself and he is 
ready to take advantage of Esau’s 
hunger and offers to sell a me.ss 
of pottage for his brother’s birth¬ 
right—which, by the way, Esau 
had no right to sell! 

Esau was like a lot of us. The 
future concerned him but little. 
His present need came first to 
him. He argued to himself that 
if his present need were not .satis¬ 
fied, nothing in the future—not 
even his birthright -would be of 
any value. He eventually argued 
himself into a pretty ha^l condi¬ 
tion. saying, “I am at the point 
to die.” Surely if he had stopped 
to consider, if he had taken the 
time to realiy count the cost, he 
might have done otherwi.se. Too 
often we fail to count the cost! 

So Jacob took advantage of his 
brother’s weakness- which weak- 
ne.ss was more than mere hunger 
— and required E.sau to bind the 
bargain with an oath. “Swear to j 
me this day.” This he did and the

What’s Going On Here, Anyway 

S urprising disclosure that a new superintendent is 
on the job and a new policy in effect at the county 
juvenile detention home seems to have astonished the 
board of supervisors as much as it has the public. 

Yet the supervisors are supposed to be in charge at 
the home and know the situation from A to Z. 

Apparently someone has been pulling strings with¬ 
out the proper regard for the legal and technical for¬ 
malities regarding operation of the public’s property. But 
the deal may be entirely innocent of anything except 
carelessness, so far as we know. And possibly careless¬ 
ness had nothing to do with it. 

It is interesting to note, however, that this strange 
state of affairs was disclosed both to the public and the 
supervisors through the enterprise of a newspaper re¬ 
porter. 

If the juvenile home department can undergo such 
a thorough-going shakeup without the supervisors 
knowing about it, what about the other county depart¬ 
ments under their care? 

There are citizens, and sometimes public officials, 
who urge that newspapers should publish only informa¬ 
tion the officials themselves think should be broadcast. 
But as far as the public welfare is concerned, it is well 
that there are newspapers which insist on getting all the 
facts and telling the people about them. The juvenile 
home situation is ample proof of this fact. 

A situation of this sort makes the public wonder if 
there are any other developments taking place which 
are not being brought into the light. If there are, will 
the supervisors go after such things themselves, or will 
they wait for the newspapers to dig them up?

Honest and Intelligent Industry 

C ommencement time is drawing near, and many 
students probably are looking back on their school 
careers and sizing up the preparation which they have re¬ 
ceived for the work days which will come after 
graduation. 

Those who can truthfully say, “I am ready to earn 
my own living,” are fortunate. 

Possibly they have been educated along lines 
mapped 100 years ago by Horace Mann, the great Mass¬ 
achusetts educator, who preached that every child should 
have a free education. 

In his “Letter to School Children,” he wrote: 

You were made to be industrious. You should work. All 
your bones and muscles were made for work, just as much as the 
wheels of a clock or a watch were made to go around; and if you 
no not work in some way you are as worthless as a clock made 
not to go. Industry gives health. Lazy people are not half so 
well as industrious ones are. Industry gives wealth. All the 
great fortunes that have ever been earned have been earned by 
hidustrious people (although, I am sorry to say, they are too 
often possessed by lazy ones); and it is highly proper that you 
should desire to earn money, if you intend to be benevolent, and 
mean to do good with it. 

Young men and women who have not attended 
schools where this principle is recognized may find the 
going pretty tough in the outside world. They will be 
forced to overcome the defects of their education before 
they begin to make real progress. 

Modern teachers have many good ideas, and much 
progress has been made in vocational training. But the 
best lesson a school can teach is that of honest, intelli¬ 
gent industry whether of brain or of hand.
